integration, Under the ordinary 
methods of freezing, the juices, 


which give fish their flavor, are not 
successfully retained and the action 
of the frost often breaks down the 
tissues; the net result is that neither 
as to firmness of tissue nor richne 


of flavor are fish so frozen at all |, 
comparable to freshly caught fish 
The Experimental Station proces 


makes it impossible for the palate 
to tell rapidly-frozen fish from those 
which have come from the water 
only a few hours before. 

Physicians and dietitians are more 
and more emphasizing the import 
ance of fish as essential to the prop 
erly balanced dietary, for fish are 
rich in nourishment and very easily 
digested. They also contain ele- 
ments which are safeguards against 


various diseases. And they have 
the further advantage of being 
cheaper than meats, The rapid- 


freezing process means that fresh 
sea fish of prime quality are going 
to be available to Canadians in all 
parts of the country not simply in 
the coast territories.
